A Sixth-Grade Math Book 


A ütle boy I was taking care of was in the sixth grade, and he wanted to know about a particular mathematical 
problem, t was a rolavely simple problem, but | didnt remember how to doit, I locked through his book to remember 
how it went so | could explain it. As | was going through 
Pis book, | saw the geometry | needed—in a sidh-grade 
‘math book! The author of the book didn'tunderstand what 
Iwas sasing, because he was thinking along a totaly dit- 
forent ine, But I saw i the mathematics of t something 
Td been looking for, and twas the key that tied these two 
primary sequences together, 

I'm sorty that I don't remember the name ofthe book 
‘oF the author—it was a long time ago—but it showed a 
polar graph and its relationship to a Goklen Mean spiral. | 
Figure 8-21 is a map ofthe Sout Pole on a poiar graph. 
Notice the cross through the center, one ine folowing the 
x axis and the other the y. Every circle does in fact have 
these ines crossing it We demonstrated this by taking a 
fat disk about half an inch thick, randomly scattering sand 
all ovar it. We heid it by a handie undemeath and hit it 
wih a wooden mall. The sand wouid rearange itself 
into a perfectly square cross ike you see in this ilustra- 
ton. If we used a sound generator on the disk, the sand 
wouid change into many oher geometrical patterns.

Another image on this drawing is an equlateral triangle wit the horizontal ine running straight through the middie
